New YorK, November 6 —[special.J—A fa- 
ricusly deliious negro died ia Moret Siaai 
hourpiial. That institution is a Jewish charity, 
but 1ts henefaciions know no color line. Tne 
biack man had for several days prior to his 
ceath almost constantly ivsisted that only his 
tkin and bones remained, and that ali the reat 
of him had long before been taken away to bs 
buried. Jt wasa curious hailuciaation, and 
yt not altogether unreasonable. His wild be- 
lief was based on something remarkable— 
notbing less than one of those wonderfal sur- 
gical) operationsthat are nowadays undertaken 
in desperate caéés. The doctors of Mount 
Sinai © had taken out his» ints- 
tires, putthem into an artificial abdomen 
medeout of arubber shirt and seme not 
tu wels, and, left them there until through iao- 
vettigating, cuiting and sewing, when they 
turned bim insideinand outside out again. 
His trouble was atumor on ous of the artasries. 
Dr Woliiam F. Jiubrer, visiting surgeon to 
Mount Sinaiand Bellevae hospital, who per- 
formed the operation, had the man prepared 
forit by giving bim a thorough evrubding 
withsoap and water,and keeping the abdo- 
men covered with to#eis wet with a weak so 
Intion of carbolic acid. After putting the 
patient onder the influence wf ether, the sur: 
geon made an incisionextending six iaches 
downward along the middie line of the 
booy. A sheet of this rubber was 
placed, over the abdomen, a slit 
cut into it from one side, and the email 
intestines werealldrawa from the abdomen 
thrcovgh the slit and bunched upon the sheet, 
which wasthen quickly folded over them, 
holding them as if ina bag. Tokeap them 
warm they were covered with tuwels out of a 
warm solution of carbolic acid. 

A ligature of fine silk thread had been pre- 

pared by boiling it two hours in carbolic acid, 
and then soukivg it during the operations in a 
weak solution ot the acid. With two pairs of 
forceps, the operator tore a slit half aa inch 
long 1n the lining of the back ofthe abdominal 
cavily, directly over the diseased artery. There 
the tumor was found to be of the shape and 
size of a man’s fist, With a blunt curved 
beedje, the surgeon passed tae silk ligature 
around tbe artery three-fourths of an iach 
from the tumor, where it was firmly tied aad 
the exrdscutsbort. The intestines, which had 
been kept in their artificial cavity about 
twenty minutes,‘ were then transferred to 
their patural resting place, and the wound was 
closed by stitching the abdomen lining togethor 
with cat gut and the skin with silk, It was 
iben dressed with rubber tissue and iodoform, 
over which were placed layers of sublimated 
gavze aud borated cotton. 
_ The patient awaked after having been kept 
ipeekrible two hours, and at firat he gave iadi- 
Cation thet he would recover. For the first 
five days he was given hy podermatic injections 
of morphine to quict restlessness. Oa the 
first day he was alluwed to eat cracked ice, 
then to drink miik and lime water, and on the 
fitth and sixth days to swallow muiik and 
tmal) quantities of whisky, The hea!ing of 
the weund progressed favorably, but the ac ite 
inflammation begsn telling on him he lost his 
strepsth rapidly, and on tue seventh day afver 
the oporation be died. Drs. Fiahrer and Pur- 
roy believe that he wouid have. recovered if 
his syetem bed been otherwise goand. 

Now. with this operation in view,the reader 
may think it pertcctly reasonabie that the 
negro sbould, in bis delirium, bave imagined 
that his interior bad been robbed of ail coa— 
tent+; but the fact is that he never knew the 
pature orextentof what the surgeons hid 
dune to him. It was deemed best not to inform 
bim as to the libertiestaken with aim while 
be ww ,under e he ization,and hs simply knew 
that av operation of some sort bad been per- 
formed.

| wards in getting a thousand dollars out of Mr. 
Clements, who was bound to protect the signa- 
ture of Mr. Dewar, who was his local repre- 
eentative, The lobby went to work, but failed 
in its scheme as it should have failed. Since 
then Mr. Harrison has been bitter against our 
company. He at one time demanded that we 
build him a line of road to his quarry. I told 
him that it would cost $25,000, and we could 
not efford it. He replied that we built a 
branch line to the quarries of the Georgia 
Marble company. I showed him that the 
Georgia Maiblecompany had paid for their 
line, and built it themselves. He has con- 
tirually pursued our company. Since this time 
I could give you dozens of instances like 
these. It has been a continual fight on us for 
money all the time. There has never been a 
stage of proceedings at which the payment of 
money would not have stopped the whole 
thing in a single moment. The very minute 
& suit was started or a bill was introduced in 
the legislature I would be approached to know 
if I did not want to settle and stop it. Some- 
times the offer would come straight from the 
principals themselves, Sometimes it came 
trom go-betweens, who would namea sum for 
which they would guarantee to have matters 
stopped; but it Was always a demand for 
money. This fact was known to my associates 
in Marietta, as well as myself. Now, we have 
tried to keep our engagement with the state. 
We have done it honorably and fairly. Waore- 
ever our case has gone before the courts, or 
the legislature, we have been sustained. Gov- 
ernors Smith, Colquitt, Stephens and McDan- 
iel have all been our friends. They are intel- 
ligent, honest officials, who simply investiga- 
ted the facts and stood on the right; conse- 
quently we have had no trouble with auy of 
trem. The attorney general has decided 
always in our fayor, simply because we asked 
nothing but what was right. The people along 
our line sustein us, because they know that we 
bave Gone the best we could. All the attacks 
that bave come on us, all the trouble that has 
been made, has grown primarily out of men 
whose names could be called on the fingers of 
one hand, and these men have fought us sim- 
ply because we did not play black mail 
when they demanded it, 
echemes wi them 
believed to be wrong. This last attack is of a 
piece with all the others, and I have felt it to 
be my duty to myself, and to the company I 
represent,and to the people of Georgia, to 
give these facts to the public that our case 
may be urderstood. I have many other facts 
with which I can elaborate what I have said 
aboveif it should become necessary, but I de- 
sire to say Do more than self-respect, and self- 
defense demands. What has beensaid,I sub 
mit in fall faith to the fairness and intelli- 
gence of the people of Georgia.”’ 

“Was Judge Brown disqualified in these 
suits?”

AN ENCOURAGING REPORT. 


The Atianta Mississippi and Atlantic Rail- 
road, 

The committee on the Atlante Mississippi 
and Atlantic railroad has applied for a charter 
and is engaged yetin attaining reliable informa- 
tion necessary to determine the probable cost of 
the road. The most expensive portion of the road 
leading east from Atlanta, extending as far as Ea- 
tonton, Georgia, was surveyed last summer by a 
competent engineer and the cost determined. 
There are reports on file in the war department at 
Washington of surveys made some years ago by 
the United Statcs government furnishing reliable 
estimates ofthe most expensive portion of the 
route leading toward the Mississippi. Mr. Joel 
Hurt, of the committee, spent a portion of the past 
week in Washington examining these reports. He 
returned to the city yesterday and feels mora con- 
fident than ever that Atlanta can and will have 
this important road when the merits of the enter- 
prise are fully presented to our citizens. Much of 
the information obtained by Mr. Hurt in Washing 
ton will be incorporated in the committee’s re- 
port which will be presented in due time. Themen 
composing this committee are methodical calcu- 
lating business men. They will present facts as 
they find them, wirhout coloring. They are de- 
termined, if possible, to present with their report 
a plan upon which to build this road that will in- 
ture its completion and control by the original 
stockholders and it will be regarded probably the 
most important enterprise ever undertaken for the 
good of Atlanta.

But this is the 
casion when its annual congress has been 
assembled south of the Potomac and Ohio 
rivers,and ] can assure you, gentlemen, in ad- 
vance, that you will be made weicome in this, the 
capital city of the new south, Atlante, while she 
cheri- hes as Walmly as any the tender memories — 
prejudices, if you please—of the past, is ever ready 
to consider, investigate, and, if her judgmeat ap- 
proves, to accept whateyer progressive movement 
may be presented; and I yoice not only the senti- 
ment of Atlanta, but of the people of our section, 
when I sayihat they will be found ready and 
anxious to adopt all measures of reform that your 
experience bas apareres and our circumstances 
will permit. fe are as keenly alive to the 
Claims of ph‘lanthropy as our brethreuin oth:r 
sections of the country, and according to our 
krowledge and our means will goas far for its 
promotion. 

The untoward circumstances by which we were 
surrounded at the end of the war, have never had 
aparalellin history, andif we have not worked 
out of our troubles in a way toreceive the approval 
of rome Doctrinai'‘e we can only regret it. 

When, scon after the disbanding of our armies, 
civil government was set aside hereand our state’s 
aflairs were administered by a military com- 
ma1cer, the military governor of this state found 


bimself with a largenumber of convicts in the | 


public institutions and without money in the 
treasury. 

This military governor, who was a brilliant law- 
yer, a gallant soldier and a strict dicipli- 
narien, conceived and put into execution 
The leasing of convicts to contractors for public 
work outside the penitentiary buildings. This, 
so far a8 I Know, was the beginning of the system 
of ‘‘convict leases.’’ The safeguards tosecure at 
the sametime humane treatmentand proper di- 
ciplive were well devised by that authority and 
when our peopleresumed control of their civil 
-aflairs this system was continued in force by leg- 
islative authority. From time to time such modli- 
fications have been made by lawas the cnanged 
circumstances seemed to demand, and all 
these modifications have been in the 
direction of the ends sought by our association. 
Let me assure you, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
that this system, much as it has been criticised 
and condemned by those not well informed, has 
preduced regulis that will bear comparison with 
other systems of pmson management, I will not 
fatigue you or this audience with arrays 
of statisiical figures, but I will be respon- 
sible fer the assertion that the death- 
rate among our convicts is as low as tLe 
general average in other sections of the country, 
Itis'also an important fact that we have a less 
number of convicis returned for a second term of 
im prison ment, thus showing the saiutory effect of 
one system of punishment in the direction of ref- 
ormetion, The harsh charge that our courts are 
conducted “in the interest of the convict lesee’s to 
furn sh ablebodied laborers for their slave pens,’’ 
is conclusively answered by the fact that assa- 
chusetts has a largeer percentage of convicts in 
propor ion to hr population than Georgia. But 
we will content ourselves with the assertion that 
we have done the best we i could, 
under the circumstances surrounding usin the 
past, and shall continue to improve in the future. 

Ledies and gentlemen, there is a peculiar satis- 
faction for the patriot—the lover of his country— 
in this presence. We have with uson this auspi- 
cious occasion the leadersin the great movement 
for pacification. 

To you, Mr. President, and to our governor-elect, 
General Gordon, more than to any other is this 
section of our country~I may ssy the whole coun- 
try—indeb‘ea for the era of peace and unity which 
wenow enjoy.

crime more in sorrow than in anger. toinduce men 
to consider it in all its bearings. For itis ueces- 
saly to view it from various stand ts, inorder 
toiorm aju*t conceptionof tts im The 
time is ; let us hope, when the oaly question 
would ve bow to punish the criminal quickly and 
teverely. He bas not been ed in the 
smelioration ofall the sorrowful coaditions of 
ht bythe progress of civilization, in 
freeC om of thought as well asin politica) freedom, 
Heis not condemned, in Engl speaking coun- 
— at least, without the best opportunities for 
defenee, 

P:esumptions are allin hisfayor. Once hecou’d 
not be heerd even by counsel. Now he is heard 
in his own person, as wellas by counsel, with the 
right to explain his conductand motives without 
the necessity of criminating himself. The safe- 
guarce thrown around the accused in favor of lib- 
erly certainly evince a purpose to secure him an 
impartial trial. Nor is his condition before trial 
as deplorable as formerly it may have been. He 
is allowed easy bail with few exceptions, and his 
cor finement in jail is not intendea to be punish- 
mentexceptas that follows restraint of liberty. 
When a convicted felon, he still 
is accorded rights and is not beyond the 
pale of human tympathy and kindness. Notonly 
1s provision made by law tor his physical comfort 
and health in prison, but for his moral and re- 
ligious needs, and forthe improvement of his ca- 
pacity to earn some honest living when dis- 
charged. But whilsta comparison betwen the 
part and the present methods of dealing with 
criminal laws Sconvict mMmanagemen:, shows 
marked improvement, it must be admitted that 
there ismuch in all existing systems that is un: 
satisfactory. 

Leaving out of view the evils attendant upor 
the uncertainty of conviction ofthe guilty which 
retult from the care of the law to give hima fair 
trialerfrom jax administration, what isto be 
done with the convict isan ever perplexing in- 
quiry. Shall he beconfinedin prison walls? If 
so, how sha)l he be lodged, how employed,! under 
what disciplire, what instruction or moral train- 
ing? Or, shall he labor in the open airupon = 
wayj8s, or railroads, or canals, or levees and other 
public works, or in mines or quarries? And what 

rovision shall be made for his comfort and 

eaith, or for his moralimprovement? Mow far 
shail the hope of reform affect discipline and reg- 
ulations for labor and instruction and general 
t eaitment? 

It may well be supposed that these questions 
afieciing vital concerns of society would deve op 
amor gst earnest men and women who seek a sat- 
isfactory rolution of them, diverse theories, colored 
by jocai conditions and exigencies. 

Ecme would enforce severe penalties for violated 
laws, to infliet Ser upon criminals, treat- 
ing them as outlaws, and regarding mercy to them 
as c1uel injustice to society. 

Others would temper justice with mercy, and 
regard the criminal as wel) as society. Others 
aguin, sympathize entirely with the convict, and 
care for his present and future welfare regardless 
of spy other object of punishment than reform of 
the criminal, 

Unfotunately extraneous considerations affect 
the question in all its phases; sometimes prejudice, 
sometimes imperfect knowledge of essential con- 
ditions, sometimes the practical necessity of re- 
lieving overburdened tax payers of tae expense of 
maintepance, and sometimes the character of the 
classes Which furnish the mass of criminals. But 
there must be a mean between extremes of opin- 
ion; there must be a system of dealing with 
ciime and criminals suscep.ible of modifica- 
tions to suit varying classes and conditions— 
which does not ignore retributive justice—pun- 
ishment to teach the law-breaker the penalty 
which should follow crime—and at the same 
time, does not offend civilization by a disregard of 
the demands of humanity, mercy and the hope of 
Trefroi1m, 

The subject then is not only unattractive, bu' it 
presents oifficuities which would discourage oth- 
ers than unselfish, philanthropic and patriotic 
men and women who love the country, its tradi- 
tions ef liberty, its civilization, and above all who 
scek to ameliorate the condition of its unfortu- 
nate Classes, from whatever cause they rest under 
ihe ban of society. ss 

These considerations should render the annual 
ecssions of this association of great practical bea- 
efit, not oply because the topics for discussion re- 
tate to an important branch of the dutiesof govy- 
ernment buton account of the character of the 
membership, embraciog men distinguished in 
various exalted positions of the public service, and 
in the yerious professions and avocations of life, 
representing all parts of the country aud all shades 
of political sentiment. Your first president hay- 
ing been Horatio Seymour, former governor of the 
state of New York, and iater, canaidate ofone of 
the great political parties for the presidency—your 
latest a former governor of the state of Ohio, after- 
wards president of the United States. I cordially 
welcome you to the state and to the attention and 
bospitalitics of our people. 

Following Governor McDaniel was Mayor 
Hillyer, whose superb address was moat heart- 
ily received. A synopsis of it is given as 
follows:

MAYOR HILLYER’S ADDRESS, 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I think 
J am well warranted in saying that the ss 
ju our Ciiy of a body so eminent and distinguishe 
is an event of great Concern toallour people, You 
bonored sir, we have had with us on a former and 
pleating occasion, but as most of you are here to- 
day, doubtless, for the first time, it may possibly 
i; terest you to hear something briefly said about 
the peop'e with whom you have metand how 
they ae apt to regaid your work, even though you 
hea that 7 age out ofthe very natural par- 
tiali:'y with which the mayor regards his own 


town. 

Atlanta takes a deep interest in whatever pro- 
motes, or tends to promo.e the morals and well 
being oithe community. I am afraid I caunot 
claim that heretofore in her public policy she is 
eulitied to any special prominence above her sis- 
ter cities for greater wisdom or suc 
cess in devising new ani imp: oved methodsforthe 
treatment of prisoners. 1 yeniureto say, however, 
ihat in thisrespect she is fully abreast of the 
greater pert, and doubtless in advance of many 
cther cities. ButIdo claim, with much coafi- 
dence, and with eonsiderabe pride, that it has 
been cheracteristic, especially and p:2culrarly 
characteristic, of her policy that her efforts 
should be directed towards preventing persons 
irom becoming criminals or falling into such 
ecurees of conduct as would make arrests and im- 
piisopme:t necessary. Her policy and effurts 
pave been focalized upon a branch of the subject 
of how to deal with the crimi- 
nel C) asses, the opposite and yet al: 
lied to thore features of thesame great problem 
which bave specially commanded the attention of 
your society. Yourconcern, Mr. President and 
gentlemen, bas been with the question what to do 
with the prisoner afterthe law had him in its 
clau:ches; ours has been mainly in the question how 
to prevent men from getting into the clutches of 
the law. Asthe physicians would say, your treat- 
ment has been remedial, ours has been preventive 
ip tis character. |Applause. | 

Maycr Hillyer eloquently alluded to the relief of 
the ;oor by the spontaneous associstion of the peo- 
pie of Atianta in the work of relieving suffering on 
a cold Eupday two years ago. He referred tothe 
nomber of schools and churches in Atlanta and to 
the fact that it was the only city in the country 
with (0.060 people in which not a barroom nora 

embling house wasto be found. (Great applause. } 
fn conclusion Mayor Hillyer taid: 

‘You will perdon me I know, Mr. President and 
gentlemen, forspeaking this much of my town.

And to 
speak with perheps more moderation, but witha 
corresponding degree of greater confidence, I claim 
that the beginnings that we have made give prom- 
ixe of larger results. I esteem ita privilege aud 
pleasure that a body lise yuurseives is to nold its 
resmicns here, com as is this congress, of 
members of the highest distinction, proity aud 
wisdom; nume ous, learned and commanding in 
u dividual and collective character, my peo 
can but be greatly profited by the words of wisdom 
we thalidrivk in as we Listen to your proceedin 
ar d your debates, and the spirit of advanced phi- 
lantbropy we shall imbibe on the great subject 
rou are t> dea) with, from conversation and a*ao- 
clation with you, sir and you members, from day 
to Cay Curing your stay in the city.

that the principles, the alms, and the methods of 
our afsociation would have in this commanit 
that intelligent and hospitable hearing which 
based on the scriptural maxim “prove all things; 
bold fast that which is good.”’ 

‘The cordial and generous welcome by the goy- 
ernor and the mayor, as the representatives of the 
citizens, assures us tbat our anticipations will be 
more than realized. Our hope and trust are that 
the goodness of our cause wili amply supply any 
defects in our presentation of it. 

During the week that our meetings will be held 
in Atlanta—meetings open to all who will honor 
us with their attendance—the esses, papers 
end discussions provided for in the programme 
which has n pre for the occaden cover & 
very wide field. It is altogether fitting and proper 
that et the threshold of our proceedings a memo- 
rial address should be delivered bv a distinguished 
citizen of New York, Mr. imer, on the life 
and character of Horatio Seymour, the illustrious 
gentle man who for many years was president of 
this essociation, and who was eminent alike as 
a statesman and as a philanthropist. A 
iy ew of the pr for the week will show 

he intelligent reader that almost every impor- 

taut topic relating to prisons and prison systems— 
to crimes and their prevention, to criminals, their 
treatment, occupations and reformation, of both 
sexes and ofall ages, will at some period of the 
meeting be not mereiy in order but under discus 
sion by members of the association. I do not, 
therefore, now enter upon these topics. 

A few words, however, I may venture to offer ag 
tothe origin and trensactions 
whose members have been so heartily we) comed, 
and as to some ofits principles and poges. 

The father and founder of the National Prison 
association was the late Rev. Dr. E. C. Wines, “the 
learned, devotedand persistent leader of Ameri- 
can reformers in prison diseipiise.” In 1869 Dr, 
Wines propesed to the Prison association of New 
York. of which he was corresponding secretary.the 
holding of a na: ional prison congress, but the New 
York association judged it inexpedient to tare 
the initiative in favor of the proposed convention, 
Dr. Wines was profoundly impressed with the im- 
portance of bis plan. and after consuliing with a 
jew gentlemen in Boston and New York he pre- 
psred the following draft ofa cali fora national 
congress: ‘The undersigned, deeming prison dis- 
c)pline a vital interest of society, es well as one of 
the gravest of social problems, and, on both these 
gre unds worthy of the closest study and freest dis- 
cussion, cordially unitein calling a national con- 
gress for conference on criminal punishment and 
reformatory treatment, to be held in the autumz 
of 1870in the city of Cincinnati.” 

This call received ninety-one signatures clasal- 
fied as follows: Twenty-five wardens of prisons, 
seventeen superintendents of juvenile reforma- 
tories, twenty-two members of prison and reform- 
atory boards, eight members of boards of state 
charities, four chaplains of prisons and reforma- 
tories, aud fifteen general philanthropists. 

In pursuance of this call the first National Pris- 
on Congress was held in Cincinnati in Oc > 
1870. lts most important action, perhaps, was the 
appointment of a committee to take <“% ~ for the 
organization of a permanent National Prison as- 
sociation. The objects of the association as stated 
in the resolution of the Cincinnati congress and 
ae in its charter and constitution are as 

ollows: 

1. The amelioration of the taws in relation to 
public offenece and offenders, and the mode of 
procedure by which tuch laws are enforced. 

2. The improvement ofthe penal, correctional 
and reformatory institutions throughout the 
country, aud] the management, government and 
discipline thereof, including tne appointment of 
hoa ds of control and other officers. 

3. The care of, and procuring suitable and re- 
muperative employment for discharged prisouers, 
end es; ecially for such as mae shall sqvegivea 
« vidence of a reformation of life. 

A great Geel of beneficient work for prison rée- 
frm had been done by individuals and state and 
o her socictics in*the century next before the -or- 
ganization of this association. Surely there was 
urgent need forsuch work, The facts as to prisens 
aud the treatment of prisoners during and betore 
that period are strange, unaccouatabile and aimost 
tevoua belief. 

They are so atrocicusand forbidding that one 
Cannot even attmpt fully to state them before an 
intelligent audience like this. Turn to the pages 
of eny volume of history or fiction in which the 
author dares truthfully toexpose the miseries of 
prison life in civilized countries duiing the period 
referred toand the thoughtful and fair-minded 
will be at no loss to discover one of the 
causes why civilization and giro | have 
moved forward with such halting steps. Read in 
McMaster’s Hisiory of the People of the United 
States the state of the prisons only a few years ago 
in the very communities from which we get our 
favorite 8) stems of popular education and you will 
turn from that chapter of vile things with a loath- 
ing words cannot express. Mark Twain in his 
Prince and Pauper—a book which old and young 
find as fascinating as Robinson Crusoe—gives @ 
picture of the harsh and cruel times in England 
reaching down almost to the present century, when 
petty offences were punished with death—and 
i all imprisonment was infinitely worse than 

eath. 

A writer in the North American Review of July, 
1839, ip a very valuable article of more than forty 
pages describes the prisons of usetts, Con- 
becticut, Pennsylvania, and other states as they 
were about sixty years between 1820 aad 1830. 
The details are tooshocking to be repeated. The 
results he states can be given in a few 
sentences. He describes the prisons as 
‘the abodes of horrible sin, and filthy, squalid 
upalleviated misery.”” Again he says ‘a prisom 
was'a place which scarcely any one visited except 
on <fficial business. * * * The result was that 
a prison became a fecret place governed by itsown 
laws, or rather by its own prececents; * * an 
abode of misery in the midst of an enlightened 
city in which no man not belonging to it hadany 
ki owledge of what was transacted witain its walls. 
* * Thus it came to pass that every prison in the 
land was a hot bed of crime, Murders, thefts, 
robberies were devised there day after day. Every 
human being who came within the sphere of the 
influence of such a system became ineviteably 
more depravea. The very meaus for preventing 
crime became in fact the means not ouly of mui- 
tiplying it, but also of rendering it more cautions, 
more expert, more systematic and more davger- 


I forbear to extend these quotations. They af- 
ford an inidication—a very faint indicatios, it is 
thue, of the deplorable condiiion of prisons and 
prison di:cipline, in our Country and thr. a shout 
the world, when prison reformers and prison re- 
form assc ciations their work. In America

The Star 
Spengied Banner, Watch on the Rhine, Tne 
Parsellea'sce Hymn, Dixic,Hail Columbia, and 
Yankee Doodle, were all given with great 
emphasis and were all duly applauded, espec-

MR. HENRY W, GRADY 
was next introduced by Mr. Goodwin. He 
said he spoke not as an official, but 
as the representativo of the great mass of the 
people of Atlanta. His speech of fifteen mia- 
ntes was interrupted at almost every sentencs 
with applause. 
GENERAL GORDON 

was so londly called for by thc crowd that he 
eame forward. As he approached the 
front of the stage he was met 
by Mr. Hayes, and as they 
shook hands deafening cheers arose from the 
multitude. Gexeral Gordon declined to make 
any set speech. He merely returned his 
thanks for the honor conferred upon him by 
the call. In conclusion, he turned to Mr. 
Heyes and said that he desired to say that 
there was evera warm place in his heart 
for the man who made 
a trve and noble effort to complete the restor- 
ation of the union by restoring fraternal feel- 
ing between the estranged sections. This re- 
mark was greeted with a burst of applause 
which was egain and again renewed, 

Judge Emory Speer,in response to calls, 
declined to epeak, but expressed him- 
self in favor of the establishment 
ef a national prison somewhere in the south. 

Mr. Hayes said, after Judge Speer had con- 
cluded: 

“last year at Detroit we came to the con- 
elasion that the government ought to establish 
a national prison. Now, Il am convinced that 
there ought to be two such prisons, one for tae 
cold and one for the mild climate.” [Laughter 
and cheers. } 

Mr. Round, the secretary of the association, 
then announced that this morning the annual 
sermon would be preached at the First Baptist 
church by Dr. Haygood, and that tonight at 
the Central Presbyterian church there woali 
be a meeting to discuss the question of the 
rejations of Christianity and the criminal.

| ORDERED OUT. 


NEARLY TWENTY THOUSAND MEN 
‘QUIT WORK. 
eterna ee ne omen 
The Pork-Packing Betablishmeats cf Untieato De- 
ecrted by the Employes— The Beef Butchers 
Join the Strike- Interview with the Em- 
ployers- The Augusta Compromise. 


Cuicaco, November 6.—The executive 
committee of the Knights of Labor have just 
issued a general order direeting all the mon 
employed in packing establishments at the 
nnion stock yards, in both beef and pork pack- 
ing establishments to stop work. 

The strike became general shortly after 
three o’clock. All the’ men in the great 
houses of Fowler Bros., John Cudahy and 
nearly all of Armour’s men left their work by 
order of the executive board. About four 
o’clock this afternoon, there were very few 

men in the yards. One of the prominent 
packers eaid: 

“Il am ready to shutdown sixty days ifall 
the other packers will dothe same. The 
strikers then would have good op pportunity 
to rest all they wanted to.” 

Itis not exactly knownf what policy the 
packers will now pursue, but itis understood 
that they willat once advertise for men to 
take the places of the strikers. 
The demand made on behalf ofthe men, it 
is understood, was that eight hours should 
constitute a day’s work, the men agreeing to 
accept ten per cent reduction in their present 
wages. Fourteen thousand men stopped work 
in response tothe order, but it is estimated 
that the order indirectly affects 6,000 to 8,000 
more, 

Preparivg for Workin Augusta. 

AveGusra, Ga., November 6 —Factories have 
voluntarily reduced the hours of labor from ar 
ey te sixty-five hours per week and all mills 
will be in operation on Menday, Committeeman 
Wright, who compromised the differences, is en- 

agedin paying off debts incurred during the 
Sookout. e will pay out about $25,000 for grocer- 
ies and supplies for the Knights.

Arrest of Kevolutionists in Bulgaria—A Note 
to Kaulbars. 

Tirrvoa, November 6—Two leaders of the 
revolt at Bourgas have been arrested by pess- 
ants in the vicinity of a town while trying to 
enlist recrnits.

The Roumelian deputies have sent 
circulars to Bourgas appealing to ali Roumel- 
jans to maintain their courage and warning 
them against listening to intrigues who are 
trying to deprive them of their freedom. 

The government will senda note to Gen- 
eral Kaulbars charging that Russian agents 
in Bulgaria are engaged in organizing a re 
volt. The Prefect of Philipoppolis asked for 
authority to search the residence in 
that city of a nibilist, Novizkiand a drago- 
man of the Ruzsian consulate, who he had 
discovered had been plotting a revolt. The 
government instrncted prefect to proceed with 
the search, but told him it must be conducted 
in the presence of foreign consuls.

Southern women are always interested in 
any incidents connected with the late war, 
they are proud ofevery tacrificc they were 
ever called upon to make, and would willing- 
ly have borne ten times more had it been 
necessary. The Philadelphia Times has two 
exceedingly pleasant correspondents, both 
southern women, aud both protray vividly 
many scenes and incidents familiar to our 
readers. One, a lady who was teaching’scool 
in Alabame, tells of the originahty of our 
women when necessity was the law; it brings 
back the old times and old scenes; she speaks 
among other things of the substitutes used for 
tea and coffee and says: “It was perhaps most 
diffcult of all to find a good substitate for 
coffee, which was twenty-five to thirty dollars 
per pound, and very few had it or could get it 
at that price. Some ptanted large patches of 
okra, the seed of which when parched was 
often mistaken for pure coffee. Yam potatoes, 
peeled, sliced thin, cut in small bits, died 
perfectly andthen browned, were thought by 
some to be better than browned okra seedsz, 
Browned wheat and burnt corn made a pass- 
able beverage. For tea raspberry leaves did 
very nicely. Many planted the raspberry 
vine allaround the garden fence, so as to 
gather ‘tea’ when wanted.’ Then she goes 
on to tell how we managed in regard to light: 
‘‘As neither candies nor kerosene oil coald be 
had we fell back on monld ng candles, which 
had long lain obsolete. In lien of kerossne, 
the oil of cotton seed, groundpea oil and the 
oil of compressed lard served we'l the need of 
the times. When there was no oil for the 
lamps or tallow for the candles, which at times 
befell, mother wit would saggest somes expe- 
dient. Iremember one evening at a neign- 
bor’sa house being pleasingly diverted on enter- 
ing the dining room atthe improvised lamp 
forthe evening. It was simply the round 
‘globes’ of the ‘sweet gum’ tree, placed in a 
shallow vessel of oil. The globes, becoming 
theioughly saturated with the oil, gave a 
fairy-like light, beautiful to behold.” Next 
she speaks of the ingenuity weexercised*in re- 
gards to our fancy articles, and how proud we 
were of our homespun dresses;she says: “We 
scon learned to make fans of the wing feathers 
of the geese. When the feathers were mature 
we would pluck them, being very carefal in 
plucking to string the feathers one by one as 
they were taken out. All the right wing 
feathers were placed on one string and the 
left wing feathers on another string, so that 
when we arranged the feathers for making 
the fan each feather could be placed in its 
proper place and would have the fitting curve. 
We coon became quite skilied in tho art of 
msking fans. Besides thcee for home use we 


made and sold inthe city of Eufaula many 


fans for as much as $10 and $15 apiece. I made 
one for my mother of the dark olive green 
feathers of the peafowl. ThehandleI covered 
with a piece of dark green silk velvet. On 
either side where I had joined the handle and 
feathers I placed a rosette made of the small 
green and blue variegated feathers that adorn 
the neck and breast of the peafowl. 
FOUR HOME MADE DRESSES, 

We had all joined hands in the task cf 
making the slaves’ winter suits and after woe 
had them finished Mrs. G. promised us each a 
homespun dress. We sect about the task cf 
making these last and in a few weeks had our 
dresses ready to wear. We had to begin at the 
foundation and had hard work getting through 
it, but wesucceeded splendidly. A neighbor 
mede herself an elegant dress, the material be- 
ing an old, worn, black silk dress and lint 
cotton, The silk was raveled up, then mixed 
with the fine white cotton and carded all to- 
getber till thoroughly blended. When spun 
and woven it formed a beautifal texture of 
gray, soft and silkish to the touch. The best 
of the worn silk was put by for cording and 
covering the buttons. made of pasteboard, and 
otherwise trimming the dress. Wesoon found 
ure for all the worn merinos, cassimeres and 
siiks, When raveled up, corded and spun 
gloves and capes were knit ofthem.” And so 
on through a long list of how southern people 
managed domestic affairs. The other writer, a 
Virginia lady, brightens up the dark days of 
‘61 by mavy amusing incidents, showing tha 
every cloud hasits silver lining. And not 
only that, but that our ronthern women wore 
brave, cheerful and willing to endare, evan 
unto the bitter end.

To Remove Spots and Stains. 

We are so often asked for recipes for removing 
different kinds of stains that we have clipped 
from Our Country Home the following excellent 
directions, said to be taken from a German news- 
peper: 

Grease.—White goods,wash with soap or alkaline 
lyes; colored cottons, wash with French chalk or 
filler’s earth, and dissolye away with beuzine or 
ether. 


Oil Colors, Varnish and Resing.—On white or 
colored linens, cottons or woolens, nse rectified ofl 
of turpentine, alcohol lye and their soap. On silks 
use benzine, ether and mild soap very cautiously. 


Vegetable Colors, Fruit, Red Wine and Red 
Ink.— On white goods, sulphur fames or chlorine 
water. Colored cottons or woolens, wash with 
lukewarm soap lye or ammonia; silks the same, 
but more cautiously. 


Blood and Albuminoid Matters—Steep in 
lukewarm water. If pepsin or the juiceor cerica 
papaya can be procnred, the spots are first softened 
with lukewarm water, and then ether of these 
substances is applied. 


Tron Spots and Black Ink.—White goods, hot ox- 
alic acid, dilute muriatic acid with little frag- 
mentsoftin. Onfast dyed cottons and woolleas, 
citric acid is cautiously and repeatedly applied, 
Silks impossible. 


Acids, Vinegar, Sour Wine, Must, Sour Fruits.— 
White goods, simple washing, followed up by chlio- 
fine water, ifa fruit color accompanies the acid, 
Colored cottons, woolens and silks are very care- 
fuily moistened with dilute ammonia with the fu- 
ger end. In case of delicate colors, it will be 
found preferable to make some prepared offaik 
intoathin paste with water and apply it to the 
spots. 


Tannin from Chestnuts, Greace; Walnuts, ctc., or 
Leather,—White goods, hot chlorine water and 
concentrated tartaric acid. Colored cottons, wool- 
ens and silks, apply dilute chlorine water cauti- 
ously to the spot, washing it away and reapplying 
it several times. 


Tar, Cart-wheel Grease, Mixtures of Fat, Resin 
and Acetic Acid.—On white goods, soap and oil 
of turpentine, alternating with streams of water. 


Colored cottons and woolens, rub it witn lard, 
let lie, soap, let lie again, and treat alternately 
with oilof turpentine and water.

If matting, counterpanes, or bedspreads have 
ofl spots on them, wet with alcohol, rub with 
hard soap, ayd then rinse with clear. cold water.

Without any desire to train the point, I would 
remind your readers that at 80 remote a time as 
the reign of Edward Iil. laws wore passed to 
regulate wages, thus taking the quastion out of 
the control of either masters or men.

This puts the whole case in a nutshell. It 
goes somewhat further than THE CoNnsTITU- 
TION went in what Mr. Lathrop calls its 
“complaint,’’ and the mention of names is 
perhaps a trifle invidious, but it is all sug- 
gestive. Mr. Lathrop begs the southern aud 
western provincials to observe the literary 
activities scientifically. Thies is precisely 
what Mr. Lathrop should have done; it is 
what the title of his article led us to suppose 
be had done. And yet, the one prominent 
feature of his observations is the fact that 
there is no literary movement in New York 
city that can be described and classified. 
There isa tremendous amount of literary 
activity in New York which is of more or 
less importance, but there is no movement 
that can be scientifically described as such. 

Tostate this fact, however, is not, as Mr. 
Lathrop seems to think, to make an attack 
on the literature or the literary men of New 
York city. The workers there are ag bright 
and as industrious as.any generation has 
seen, and it may be that their activity and 
vertatility will lead to the development of a 
movement which is not now apparent. To 
such a movement the individual is an invol- 
untary and often an unconscious contriba- 
tor, and Mr. Lathrop must not suppose that 
because the provincials keep au observant 
eye on New York that they are disposed to 
underrate either the genius or the perform- 
ance of those who work in that limite 
field. 

Referring once more to the quotation from 
the writer in the St. Louis Republican, THE 

CONSTITUTION would not have it understood 
that New York critics, who are mostly liter- 
ary men and women, are unfriendly to west- 
ern and southern writers. As far as our 
observation has extended, the critics of New 
York are generous in their treatment of 
southern and wes'‘ern writers, being prompt

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ATLANTA’S MANUFACTURES. 


The Objects and Aims of the Manufacturers’ 
Association of This City. 

On the 27th of Jast August a number of gon- 
tiemen in this city organized the Atlanta 
Manufacturers’ association. About eighty 
pames were enrolled on the membership lisi, 
and since that time the number has increased 
to one hundred and forty. Among the mem- 
bers, besides the representatives of all the 
branches of manufacture in the city, are mer- 
chants, bankers, lawyers, andfcitizens in a}l 
the ayccations of life. The association has 
already demonstrated its value by inducing 
the establishment of several important new 
industries in Atlanta, Notable among these 
are the gless works which will in all proba- 
bility bein cperation here within the noxt 
thice months, end which will be directly the 
result of the efforts of this association. 

There is a prospect of the establishment of 


march * 


several other important en ‘erprises in Atlanta 
at an early day. 

The following editorial from Dixie exprezses 
the objects and aims of the association: 

Atlanta has done a wise thing in establishing a 
manufacturers’ association here. Tie primary 
object of the atsociation is to promote the rapid 
giowthb, as well as to inerease the wealth of the 
city, through the establishment of diversified in- 
dustries, Parties desiring to invest in the “‘gate 
city’’ of the south, will be given all necessary in- 
formation, both as to desirable location and the 
cost of running the business in this section, Of 
course, witha climate like that of Atlanta, and 
the lengih of time that daylight obtains, the cost 
of conducting a business, both in the matter of 
lightand heat, is considerably less than in the 
north or east. 

Prospective manufacturers with limited capital 
will be assisted financially as well asin other 
ways, The association has been fortunate in en- 
lisiing distinguished men, prominent: capitalists, 
manufacturers and real es’ate men. An earnest 
effort will be made to secure concessions from the 
municipal government in behalf of any enter- 
prise, and to obtain a reasonable tax rate for newly 
established factories, The up-building of Atlanta 
has been brought about largely through the earn- 
est co-operation of her citizens, and the Manufac- 
turers’ association stands atthe head of the many 
schemes the city has adopted for furthering her 
growth. 

MANUFACTURING POINTS. 

The Atlanta saw works have putin ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of excelsior. 
They are also enlarging their saw works. 

Mr. W. Merritt,ofthe East Tennessee railroad

The manganese mine in Bartow county is 
developing wonderfally. 

The wholesale grocery trade of Atlanta 
could handle the entire product of two large 
canned goods factories. Atlanta mer-hants 
now pay from twenty to thirty per cent 
freight on canned vegetable and fruits which 
are grown in profusion in this vicinity and 
rot every season for want of a market. The 
stock for a canned goods establishment could 
be raiged-in Atlanta without the least trouble 
toany reliable man who understands the 
business.

Ordinary Calhoun Investigates a Strange 
Case of Insanity.

apparently forty years of a 
was brought before Ordinary Calhoun yexter- 

my on a writ of lunacy. 

‘ bursday last Mrs. Norwood was arrested 
y the police near the corner of Huater and 
Butler streets, Her hat had been blown from 
her head, and as a small boy made an effort io 
piek it UP Mrs. Norwood assaulted him with 
rocks, © wasteaken to the police head: 
quarters and placed in a cell. Soon after the 
door had been closed upon hor it was mado 
evident by the manner in which she conduct- 
ed Lerself, that she was not in her proper 
frame of mind, Her conversation, such as 
was drawn out of ber, was disconnect:- 
¢dand void of anything like  sat- 
isfactory information as to who she 

was, or what her ailments were. Her insani 
increased as her confinement was prolonged, 
and Fiiday night it was evident that the wo- 
man was not only insane but a raving maniac, 
Yesterday morning atfrangements were 
made totake her before Ordinary Calhoun, 
When the officers opened her cell to take her 
out, she was found to be perfectly wild. She 
had torn most of her clothes. from her person 


for the purpose of destroying it. After some 
trouble her clothes were restored and she was 
carried to the ordinary’s office, Among those 
present at the investigation was a sister-in- 
Jaw of Mrs. Norwood, who stated that Mrs, 
Norwood was from Hamilton in Harris conn- 
ty. She had also lived in West Point and 
came to Atlanta five yearsago. Since her ar- 
rival in Atlanta Mrs. Norwood has been ab- 
sent fiom the city a number of times taking 
short trips and returning to the city, 

These trips wore made with apparently no 
object in view, andin their character were 
more like the wanderings ofa restless and dis- 
satisfied person than of one who traveled for 
either business or pleasure. A short time ago 
she was picked up while wandering about the 
streets and escorted by the police to one of 
the benevolent institutionsof the city. She 
remained there a day or two and then escaped 
frcm the institution by climbing over the 
fence. Recently some of her friends have 
been taking care of herat a boarding house 
on Decataurstreet. These and other facts con- 
nected with her strange actions came out at 
the investigation. When the testimony was 
ail in thejury returned a verdict that Mrs. 
Norwocd was not onlyinsane but was a dan- 
gerous character and should be 
cared for, where she could do no injury to any 
one. Judge Calhoun then received the ver- 
dict of the jury, aud telegraphed to the asy- 
lum at Milledgeville, asking if Mrs. Norweod 
could be accommodated. An answer soon came 
from Dr. Powell, requesting Mrs. Norwood tobe 
sent to the asylum, where she would ba prop- 
erly taken care of and treated. In the mean- 
time, the ordinary ordered that Mrs. Norwood 
be carried to Fuiton county jail. He requost- 
ed Deputy Sheriff Greene to have comfortable 
quarters preparcd for the unfortunate woman, 
whereshe could be kept until Monday, when 
she would be sent to Milledgeville under 
eecort of P. W. Merritt. Temporarily, uatil 
Mrs. Norwood could be placed in jail, she was 
heid at the police headquarters, While there 
she was uncommunieative and resties. 
Twice while rot being closely watched by the 
officers in charge, she attempted to escaps by 
skipping out of the side door of the office. 
She was run down by officer Green and brought 
back. About six o’cleck Mra. Norwood was 
transferred from the police headquarters to 
Fulton county prison, at which place she wiil 
reniain until Monday, when Mr. Merritt will 
take her tothe asylum. It is said Mrs. Nor- 
wood hasa daughter residing in New York, 
and a telegram was sent her informing her of 
Mrs. Norwood’s lamentable condition. It is 
also stated that Mize, Norwood’s husband was 
burned to death some years ago at his home 
in Troupe county, and that Mrs. N. barely es- 
caped the same fate. 

Last night a physician, who has attended 
Mrs. Norwood at various times since her resi- 
dence in Atlanta, stated to THE CONSTITUTION 
that the insane woman has one or two houses 
and lois in Atlanta. Mrs. Norwood’s sister: in- 
law, who reside; in Atlanta, was asked if she 
could take care of her,and stated that she 
could not, as the lady had become unmanag- 

able. Ordinary Calhoun thinks that with 
proper treatment the condition of Mra. Nor- 
wood can be improved, and believing that the 
asylum isthe best place for her, has decided 
to make that disposition of the case.

Every town of consequence has got some- 
thing to show you and talk abont that is 
peculiar to itself. I don’t allude to female 
colleges and graded schools, for they have all 
ect them. Female colleges are as common as 
the courthouse, The girls of this south land 
are provided for, but the boys have go} to 
work. I was wondering what there was hore 
in Salisbury to intorest a stranger, and just 
then a frierd called to give me a ride around 
the town. We met 4 relative of his, a lady of 
graceful manners and intellectual beauty, and 
her name was Miss Fanny Fisher. She is an 
authoress, and is botter known as Christian 
Reid, who wrote the “Land of the Sky” 
and other charming works, She is 
still a maiden—not all forlorn by any 
means, for she could “take her pick,” bat I 
have noticed that when a woman weds her 
pen she doesn’t care so yery much abont 
marryinga man, If she does marry she is 
apt to choose a good, easy, amiable fellow, who 
won’t bother her when she wants to write or 
study, and who will nurse the childrenif sho 
basany. Colonel Fisher, the father of this 
lady, was killed at the first battle of Manassas 
when she wees quite achild. So she is still 
reasonably young, and not near as old asshe 
will be if the Anno Domino clock keep; raun- 
ning on.

Notlong ago he delivored an 
addrets at Greensboro that was so learned, 80 
elequent and so gracefally spoken that a dis- 
tirgnished Jawyer said to his friend 
‘8s they came ont, “don’t youjwish you 
Was a nigger.’ When Prico wants money 
for his university he takes a trip up north aud 
geisit. He has already erected three large 
four story buildings that have all the modera 
attachments and equipments for educational 
purposes. Wm, E. Dodge gave five thousand 
coliais to one, Huntington a like sum to 
another, and Senator Stanford the same to the 
third. There with other contributions are 
being judiciously expended. What effect this 
high classical education is to have upon she 
colored labor question we will ieave to Blaine 
and Powderly. If they had an agricaltural 
college with a technological school attached 
the result migtt be different. 

State: ville isa high old town, situated on a 
beautiful platesn about half a mile from the 
railroad.
